Orrawa, June 4,—I1t is announced to- 
day that the Lords Commissioners of the 
British Admiralty have sanctioned the 
employment of Her Majesty's ship Egeria 
to survey a route for the mail steamers and 
for laying a submarine cable between Brit- 
ish Columbia and Australia. The survey 
is likely to occupy three years, It will 
cover an expanse ot water 200 miles for 
the entire distance. It is impossible to 
describe the precise route, but it will com- 
mence from s2.2e point on the east coast of 
Australia and proceed via the extreme 
northern coast of New Zealand, thence to 
British Columbia, passing by the Fiji 
Islands and connecting with the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad.

THE GALT RAILWAY. 


We Jearn from a gentleman, who 
travelled in company with Sir A. T. 
Galt fiom Ottawa to Medicine Hat this 
week, that there isa probability of this 
road beihg bnilt very soon. It is stated 
on what appears to be good authority 
that the Government fully intend to 
grant the privilege of building railways 
to the American line, but there were 
two reasons why this road did not get a 
charter Inst session, First they were 
too late in making their application, and 
had aclarter been granted, it would 
have been contrary to parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, and consequently illegal, The 
other reason is that the monopoly sur- 
render was not signed, and it would 
have been very foolish for the Govern- 
ment to grant any charters until the 
documents in the agreement with the 
Cc. P. R were signed, sealed and deliver 
ed. Noman would have done different 
in his private aflairs, trom what the 
Government have done in this case 

We believe thut Sir A. I. Galt has re- 
ceived such assurances from the Govern- 
ment, that his application will be grant 
ed next session, as will warrant him in 
making prepnrations at onee for build- 
ing the line from Lethbridge to Fort 
Benton, so that when ithe charter is 
granted he will be in a position to go on 
with the work withoutdelay. The point 
of great importance tw the people of Cal- 
gary in this connection, to consider, is 
how all the foregoing if correct, will ef- 
fect our interests, If Sir A. ‘I’. gets a 
charter ard land grant from Lethbridge 
to the lines, will any other company get 
a charter and land grant froni here to 
the lines, and if not, we will be as land 
locked as ever. We are not able to 
state from memory whether Sir A T's, 
application was for a road extending to 
Calgary ovnot. If Galt will build ine 
here, he could furnish us coal at $5.00 
per ton, and make as much moiey out of 
his coal as he does now, when we have to 
pay $8.00 for it, If Galt will extend his 
line to Calgary and give our northern 
line running powers, or enter into freight 
arrangements for @ long term of years 
with the A. & A. railway, the future 
prosperity of Calgary would be secured. 
We earnestly appeal to all our citizens 
who take any “thought for the morrow,” 
to buckle on their armor, and see that 
Sir A. 'T. does not get exclusive privi 
leges, unless he will build to Calgary 
and guarantee coal and other freights, 
or otherwise give running 
his line from Lethbridge to Benton, to a 
company to be at Calgary for 
building a line from here to Lethbridge

Banff Sessions. 


Three interesting liquor cases ‘were 
heard on Wednesday, the 30th. Muy, before 
Major Harper, J. P., in which Mr W, L 
Bernard, advocate and barrister of Calgary. 
represented the defendants ; 

The first case wae that-of David -Keefe, 
of the Ban Hotel, whowas preceeded 
against under the N- W, Territories Act 
for having intoxicating liquor un his pre- 
mises without perniission, Itappeared by 
the evidence ot CoSporal C. H. Dee who 
gave the information, that having a sus- 
picion there was contraband liquor on the 
defendant's premises, he and three other 
men of the Mounted Pelice searched the 
premises on the 21st. of May and feand no- 
thing, save a bovtie of spirits in the pos- 
session of Mrs. Keefe. Corporal Dee ack- 
nowledged having boarded upwards cf a 
year ago, and before he left them, present- 
ing Mrs. Keefe with a bottle of contraband 
ixuor out of kindness, for medicinal pur- 
poses, to be kept secret from her husband, 
and alleged that the bottle found did not 
contain the same xpirits. The ‘Corporal 
denied baving given liquor to anyoue else 
especiatly to a servant employed in the 
hotel. 

An interesteng illustration was acted be- 
fore the court of the mannes in which Cor- 
poral Dee and another. officer took the 
bottle by force from Mrs, Keefe, who was 
in an excited state, from having a bottle 
presented to her, being taken away, and 
made « means of prosecution. Mrs. Keefe 
gaadc evidence that the liquor contained in 
the bottic was what had béetn given ber by 
Corporat Dee, and the servant gave evi- 
dence contradicting the evidence ef Dee, 
and swore that he gave her a small vial 
full of spirits fer toothache. The Court, 
notwithstanding, diseredited the fact that 
the same spirits were contained in the bet- 
tle that had been given by Corporal Dee 
aud having regard to a previous conviction 
at Maple Creek, ordered Defendant to a

will likely get the taxes finally, Ukey will 
not be availalte for this years expendi- 
ture, that deduction will leave the asses:- 
inent about $1,200,000, with a prebability 
of it being further reduced ut the court of 
revision by $100,000, leaving the next 
assessment at:$1,100,000. It is wore than 
probable that there will be at least $100,
